MORNING EDITION. 


SmaLL-Pox.—In view of the prevalence 
of this dreaded disease in various por- 
tions of the State, we publish the fol- 
lowing statement from an Alabama 
physician, as the facts stated therein 
may possibly haye much merit in them: 


At a recent meeting of the Alabama 
State Medical Society, Dr. G. D. Norris, 
of Huntsville, stated that, during a 
Visitation of small-pox at Huntsville, a 
number of families used a tea made of 
the cimicifuga racemosa, and that in no 
instance did any of these persons take 
the small-pox. Dr. Norris was unable 
to learn at whose instance this device 
was adopted. He stated further, that, 
during the time these families used the 
tea, he attempted to vc ‘inate a number 
of the families, and that in every 
instance he failed, but that after the tea 
was discontinued he succeeded with 
vaccination in the cases where he had 
failed while they were under the 
influence of the tea. 

This cimicifuga racemosa is known 
as the black snake rvot, or cohosh. It 
should be used in moderation, because 
large doses produce impaired vision, 
vertigo, nausea and vomiting. Its me- 
dicinal properties are highly estcemed 
by many eminent members of the med- 
ical profession. In the Transactions of 
the American Medical Association, vol. 
I, 352, Dr. F. N. Johnson reported ex- 
traordinary success with it in acute 
rheumatism. In chorea, a disease often 
allied with rheumatism, the medicine 
has been very successfully used. 

One ounce of the root may be boiled 
for a short time in one pint of water, 
and from half a pint toa pint may be 
used in twenty-four hours. The fluid 
extract is probaly superior to any other 
preparation. This should be made by 
some able pharmaceutist. The dose of 
the fluid extract is about a teaspoonful 
three or four times a day. 

The facts stated by Dr. Norris go to 
confirm the truth of Jenner’s discovery, 
that vaccination is small pox. Another 
Curious fact is worth remembering in 
this connection. The cimicifuga race- 
mosa is called the black snake root, and 
is supposed to have received that name 
from its assumed efficacy in curing the 
bite of the rattle-snake. Here is 
another curious coincidence: Professor 
Henry, of Manchester, England, dis- 
covered that a heat equal to 38 degrees 
of Farenheit’s scale entirely destroys 
the poison of small pox, of the rattle- 
snake and of the cobra dicapello. This 
important truth should be a prophylac- 
tic against the senseless destruction of 
bed clothing and personal clothing of 
victims of small pox. Boiling water is 
212 degrees of Farenheit’s scale, and 
wiil utterly destroy small pox porsch. 

Black snake root will be in much 
greater demand than ever betore, if the 
above statement be truc, and i the 
facts become generally known. An 
antidote against small- pox, against the 
bite of a snake, as well as rheumatism, 
is surely an article of great value. We 
are informed that the black snake root 
and ginseng are found to grow luxuri- 


‘ously and very abundantly in Western 


North Carolina, It is probably more 
abundont there than anywhere else on 
this continent. 


BorrowED Books,—A friend, who 
has suffered from the evil complained 
of, suggests the following article on 
book borrowing: 

Our own experience has been an ex- 
pensive one. A large number of our 
books are now ‘out on the borrow’— 
Some of them our most valuable works, 
and many have been out for a year and 
more. All efforts on our part to have 
them brought home have proven fruit- 
less, and we have come to the conclusion 
that some of our ‘book’ friends have no 
conscience. Why, to borrow a book, 
involves certainly as sacred an obliga- 
tion as does the loan of the price of the 
book in money. But there are many 
people who take a different view. We 
have loaned out a large number of 
books, and perhaps as many more were 
taken from our shelves during our ab- 
sence, and without permissicn. Only 
ina few instances are they returned. 
We hear the same complaint from other 
people who are unfortunate enough to 
‘own books.’

A Curtous PRoPHYLACTIC AGAINST 


SUPERIOR CouRT.—The Court met at 
10 v’clock. Criminal docket resumed. 


State vs. Henry Garrard, assault and 
battery. Not guilty. 

The Judge proceeded to pass sentence 
on Wm. Mitchell, colored, alias Chick 
Boots, convicted several days ago for 
assauit and battery on Luke Thompson. 
Judgment of the court that the de- 
fendant, Wm. Mitchell, alias Chick 
Boots, be conOned at hard Jabor in the 
State prison for three years. 

Simpson Mordecai and Thomas Grif- 
fice, the convicted men of the “Hicks 
Outrage ” case were brought before the 
Bar of the Court and Judge Watts pro- 
nounced upon their guilty heads the 
sentence of death as follows: 

“You have been convicted bya jury of 
your countrymen, selected by a jury of 
yourselves, of one of the highest crimes 
known to our law. 

The Court, on account of your pover 
ty, and in obedience tea general pro- 
vision of tbe Constitution, assigned you 
counsel learned in the law, and faith- 
fully have they discharged their duty. 
Every efiort has been made by them 
in this Court to avert the terrible doom 
that awaits you. 

No reasonable complaints can there- 
fore be made by you or your friends tor 
want of able and learned counsel. 
Neither can you complain at the verdict 
of the jury, who were forced to render a 
paintul and unwilling verdict, trom the 
overwhelming and convincing testimo. 
ny against you. And we cannot sup- 
pose that any prejudice existed against 
you in the mind of the jury, when ten 
twelfths of them were of your own race. 
Your own conduct has brought down 
upon the terrible judgment of the law}; 
and you have placed upon the Court 
the saddest and most painful duty that 
can attach to the position it holds, that 
of consigning you toa telon’s grave; and 
while regrets tor an ill-spent life will be. 
of little use to you, you will have a short 
period for repentance and prayer; and 
I beseech you to seek forgiveness of 
Him who alone can save you, even to 
the uttermost: That in the world to 
come, in vast eternity, to which we are 
all hastening, you may stand redeemed 
from sin and accepted through the 
mediation and atonement of our Lord 
and Master. 

Now, in vindication of the majesty of 
@ violated law, aud in obedience to its 
mandates, 

It is the Order of the Court, that you, 
Simpson Mordecai and Thomas Griftice, 
betaken to the Common Jail of the 
county, and be kept in close confine- 
ment therein, until Friday, the 28th 
day of Februray next, and on that day 
you shall be taken thence by the Sheriff, 
and between the hours of twelve o’clock, 
meridian, and two o’clock, past merid- 
lan ot that day, and within the Jail 
enclosures, you will be kanged by the 
neck until you are dead. 

May God, in in His infinite mercy- 
and goudness, have mercy upon your 
souls.” 

An appeal by their counscl was prayed 
and granted.

SATURDAY, Jan. 18th, 1873. 
Senate called to order at 11 o’clock, 
Lieut, Governor Brogden in the chair. 
Journal of yesterday was read and ap- 
proved. 


Petitions and Meinorials. 


By Mr. Cunningham, a serics of reso- 
lutions passed by the citizens of War- 
ren county in regard to the proposed 
county of Gilliam. The resolutions 
were referred to the committee on Prop- 
ositions and Grievances. 


Reports of Standing Committees. 


Mr. Murray, from committee on En- 
grossed Bills, Mr. Allen, from Judi- 
ciary, Mr. Welch, from committce on 
Corporations, Mr. Norwood, {rom com- 
mittee on Agriculture, Mr. Todd, from 
committee on Enrolled Bulls, submitted 
reports. 

Mr. Dunham, from the committee to 
cancel the vonchersa in the Tressurer’s 
Department, reported that the commit- 
tce had performed that duty. 

On motion of Mr. Ellis, of Catawba, 
the rules were suspended and the bill to 
amend an act to incorporate the town 
of Excelsior, in Burke county, was taken 
up and passed its several readings. [A 
substitute tor the report of the com- 
mittee, which prevents the sale of intox- 
icating liquors within two miles of the 
svid town, was adopted. 


Introduction of Bills. 


By Mr. Powell, a bill to amend the 
charter of the Cape Fear Iron and Steel 
Company. Referred to Committee on 
Internal Improvement. 

By Mr. Cowles, a bill to amend scc- 
tions 35 and 43, chapter 193, laws of 
1871-°72. Referred to Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 

By Mr. Barnhardt, a bill to encourage 
manufacturing and the improvement of 
water powers, and to amend chap. 158, 
laws of 1868-’69. 

By Mr. McCauley, a biil to incorpo- 
rate Mount Prospect Camp Ground in 
the county of Union. 


Introduction of Resolutions. 


By Mr. Powell, a resolution of in- 
structions to our Representatives in 
Congress in regard to the Educational 
Biil now pending in the U. 8, Congress. 
Being a joint resolution it lics over one 
day. 

Special Order 

At 12 o’ciock the bill to incorporate 
the Midland Railway Company was 
taken up on its second reading. 

Messrs. Humphreys and Moorehead, 
of Reckingham, from the Committce 
made some explanations in regard to 
the amendments proposed by the Coms 
mittee, 

Mr. Morehead, of Guilford, was not 
prepared to vote intelligently upon the 
bill, from the information he could 
glean from its reading and would 
therefore move the special order be 
postponed till Thursday at 12 o’clock 
and the bill be printed. 

Mr. Humphrey thought it best to let 
the bill pass its second reading and then 
Mr. Moorechead’s motion adopted. 

Mr. Ellis of Columbus, thought that 
asthe proposed Railroad would enure 
to the advagtage of Foreign Corporas 
tions, he was unwilling for the State to 
incur the expenses of printing, and 
moved its further consideration until 
Monday week. 

Mr. Weich and Morehead advocated 
the printing of the bi!l that it might 
come properly before the Senate. 

Mr. Norwood, was in a_ stingy 
mood and was not willing to incur the 
expense of printing. 

Mr. Welch replicd at some length, 
advocating the bill, as its passage would 
be condusive to the interests of Wcst- 
ern North Carolina. 

After a considerable discussion, par- 
ticipated in by Messrs. Humphrey, Ellis, 


of Columbus, Flemming, Norwood and 


Todd the vote was taken on the several 
amendments offered by the committee 
and adopted. 

The bill with amendments passed its 
second reading. 

On motion of Mr. Humphrey, the 
rules were suspended, and the bill was 
made the special order for Friday next 
at 114 o’clock. 

On the motion of Mr. Humphrey to 
print the bill, Mr. Stafford called the 
yeas and nays. The motion prevailed 
by 28 yeas and nays 12. 

Messages Received 

A message from the Governor in re- 
gard to the State debt, in which he com- 
plains of no action being taken by the 
General Assembly on what he terms 
this important matter, and no attention 
paid to his message touching this point. 
To relieve himself from the responsibil- 
ity he encloses with his message a bill 
to restore the credit of the State. 

(Norr.)—The reporter is at a loss to 
know, under what head of his reports to 
place this bill, as there is no precedent 
to follow, as this is first time in the 
history of Governments that a Gover. 
nor introduces a biil in the Legisla- 
ture. 

On motion Mr. Stilley the printing of 
the message and accompanying docu- 
ments, was ordered. 

Mr. Morehead moved a reconsidcra- 
tion, stating that he had voted under a 
misapprehension, The vote was recon- 
sidered.

A NEW WAY TO RAISE REVE- 
NUE-—IS IT PRACTICABLE ? 
When Gen. Henry A. Wise was Gov- 

ernor of Virginia, he proposed a finan- 

cial scheme to raise revenue for the 

State, which was somewhat novel in its 

character, and does not seem to have 

attracted much attention at the time. 

Before the war, as now, millions of 
dollars were annually sent from Virginia 
to the Northern Life and Fire Insurance 
Companies in payment of the premiums 
on policies in these Companies. 

Gov. Wise proposed that the State 
lease the exc!usive privilege of insuring, 
to a single Company or a combination 
of Companies, 

On account of the distressed financial 
condition of Virginia, some of the 
papers of the State have revived Gov. 
Wise’s scheme, and the question has 
given rise to an interesting{discussion. 

It is asserted’that the gross receipts 
of insurance in Virginia reach annually 
to the amount of twelve millions of dol- 
lars. One half of this amount is believed 
to be net profit. 

Those who favor the proposition 
contend that the State should share 
equally in this profit, and this would 
give her a new source of revenue, ; 
amounting to three millions of doulars. 

We have no data at hand by which 
we can estimate what amount of money 
is annually sent out of North Carolina 
to pay forinsurance. If Virginia pays 
twelve millions, we presume our State 
pays at least two thirds of that sum, 

eight millions. According to this esti- 
mate, the insurance men receive un an- 
nual profit of four millions of dollars 
trom North Carolina. 

If the policy suggested by the Rich- 
mond Whig be adopted in this State, to 
wit: that an equal division be made of 
the net profits with the Insurance Com- 
pany or Companies with which the lease 
is made, then North Carolina would re- 
ceive two millions of revenue from this 
source, 

In the present depleted condition of 
the State’s finances, this suni would be 
a great help. This would enable 
us to pay the current expenses of tne 
State Government, relieve the Univer- 
sity and other State property now under 
mortgage, protect the State's interests 
in the railroads, make better provision 
for our charitable institutions, which are 
now crying piteously for help, revive the 
common school system,which has become 
inefficient and almost useless, and at the 
same time lift from the shoulders of the 
people the heavy burden of taxation 
which keeps them depressed and im- 
poverished. 

It is probable that the estimate that 
Insurance Companies reap a profit of 
one half of their gross receipts is too 
high. Competition in insurance as 
in all kinds of business, diminishes the 
net gains and makcs the profits compara- 
tively small. 

But if we make the profit of the In- 
surance Companies one half of that 
claimed by some of our Virginia 
cotemporaries, then if the gross receipts 
from this State amount to eight millions 
of dollars,and the actual profit of the 
Companies be only two millions of 
dollars, North Carolina would still 
reap a revenue of one milliou, by leasing 
the privilege of insuring for one-half 
the profits. 

We do not know this plan for raising 
revenue will prove feasible, but the 
necessity of relieving the State from Ler 
pecuniary embarrassments, and the 
importance of diminishing the present 
exorbitant taxation, should direct 
attention to every proposition intended 
to restore the public credit and remoye 
public burdens. 


‘THE REPEAL OF THE USURY 


We have before stated that General 
Dix, in his inaugural message to the 
New York Legislature, advocates the 
repeal of the usury law and the remova! 
of all restrictions on the price of money. 

Ifis position 1s endorsed by the New 
York Journal of Commerce, which is re- 
garded as the ablest commercial news. 
paper in the United States, and is con- 
sidercd the organ of leading business 
circles in New York. 

From a recent editorial in that paper, 
we clip the following on the repeal of 
usury laws: 


THE or Usury Lawa.— 
Messrs. W. C. & Co., a respectable Pear 
street frm, writes us in reference to the 
petition for the abolition of the usury 
law, signifying their own assent to it, 
but asking what are the objections to a 
repeal of the law. If the point of the 


- inquiry is as to reasonable objections to 


the repeal of the law, or what may fairly 
be said onthe other side, we answer 
that there is nothing to be urged. No 
plausible objection to the repeal of the 
usury law, or pretence of argument in 
favor of such a restriction, has been 
made for years. If our correspondent 
means only to ask what are the motives 
that have prevented the repeal, we an- 
swer: 

1. There isa notion in the minds of 
some well-meaning but uneducated and 
supertitious people that the taking of 
more than seven per cent. interest is 

tohivited in the Bible where “ usury ” 
s denounced. Thetruth is, of course, 
that the Iseraelite was prohibited from 
takiog any interest for a loan from a 
brother Jew, but expressly allowed to 
take it from all others. Where usury is 
denounced, it is the taking of usance or 
interest at all, and one per cent. is as 
much usury in the Bible sense as ten 
per cent. 

2. There is a wide spread feeling 
among land-owners and others who 
may be borrowers in the agricultural | 


districts that the repeal ofthe usury 
law would either raise the average rate 
of interest, or if not, would attract 
capital, to the financial centres and 
make it more difficult to secure loans 
on bond and mortgage. It is clear to 
every intelligent observer familiar with 
the course of mone.ary affairs that the 
effect would be the very reverse of this; 
bat, like the English farmers’ prejudice 
in favor of the corn laws, the fcel- 
ing is deeply rooted that the truth can 
only be established in their minds by 
actual experiment. 

8. There are mulish people who be, 
lieve that it will be easier for poor men 
to borrow at some rate if the law js 
repealed, and, and that if there is no 
such latitude of discrimination their 
own chanecs will be better, and they 
oppose the repeal from selfish conside- 
rations. Thus sums up the opposition 
as far as it is developed.” 

A proposition having beea made in 
the Virginian Legislature to reduce the 
rate of interest in that State from twelve 
to six per cent, the Norfolk Virginian, 
in an editorial on the subject, comments 
as follows: 

Tue Rate or InrEREsT.—We have 
entered our protest against the reduc- 
tion of the rate of interest in this State 
to the prepostcrous maximum suggested, 
and trust that the Assembly will let 
“well cnough alone.” The Raleigh 
News, in noticing the movement in this 
State, expresses the hope that the“‘North 
Carolina Legislature, when it assembles 
will adopt the Virginia Rate of twelve 
per cent. on special contract—allowing 
the legal rate to remain as at present, 
six per cent., where no special agree- 
If we judge from the tone of the press 
of this State, we think the people are 
anxious that the rate on special cons 
tracts for money be increased, while the 
legal rate remain as at present, when 
there is no agreement as to price.” 

In other words, our sister State has 
discovered her mistake, and is about to 
repair it, acmonished by the experience 
of the past few years, during which we 
know the fuct that large sums have 
been sent by citizens of North Carolina 
into this State torinvestment. Indeed, 
sogreat has been the flow of money 
towards Virginia from the quarter indi- 
cated that some wecks ago the NEws 
told us that people in Carolina had to 
come to Virginia cities to borrow money 
sent from their own State. Butif we 
adopt the insane idea of a six per cent. 
maXimum, these sums will at once be 
withdrawn. Not only these moneys, 
but all others will be collected, and in 
place of relief to our people we shall 
see the advertising columns of our 
papers running over with trustee’s sales, 
and the ruin of our farmers will be In- 
evitable. Lect us pause while it is yet 
time, and in place of denunciations of 
“money changers” and “bloated bond- 
holders,” Jet us have a fairand candid 
argument on this great question. 


PROFITS OF THE CREDIT MO- 

BILIER. 
Brooks is & mem- 
ber of Congress from New York. 
He is one of the Directors in 
the Union Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany. He did not have any shares 
in the Credit Mobilier stock in his own 
name, but he presented his son-in-law, 
Mr. Neilson, with one hundred and fifty 
shares of the same. For this, Mr. Brooks 
paid fifteen thousand dollars, being one 
hundred dollars per share. At that 
time, however, the shares were worth 
two hundred dollars in market. But 
Mr. Brooks was a member of Congress, 
and of course purchased on accommodat- 
ing terms. 

At the end of one year, Mr. Neilson’s 
one hundred and fifty shares, for which 
he paid fifteen thousand dollars, had 
increased in value to one hundred and 
nine thousand doliars ! Besides the stock 
itself, which was worth thirty thousand 
in open market, Mr. Neilson received 
$9,000 in dividends, $50,000 worth of 
Pacilic stock and $20.000 in first 
mortgage bonds—making his little 
investment of fifteen tuousand worth 
one hundred and nine thousand in 
twelve months. 

But Mr. Brooks did not receive this 
profit bimself. Ol! no! nothe! He 
was a member of Congress and a Dirce- 
tor of the Union Pacific, and therefore 
it was not right that he shouid receive 
any advantage from this investment. 
But his dutiful son-in-law, Mr. Neilson, 
made a good thing of it. Mr. Brooks 
gave him one luudred and fifty shares, 
and it proved toa very prefitable 


investment ! 

Who, aiter this exbibi, will accuse 
Mr. Brooks of receiving bribes*® for his 
votes in fayor of the Union Pacific 
scheme ?

A Strange Meeting. | 
In the New York Dispatch of a recent 
dateis an incident growing out of the 
late war under the above heading, and 
the journal referred to relates how, on 
an evening or two previous,a good 
looking man, a laborer, about thirty 
years of age, took the cars at Centre 
street depot, Newark, for New York, 
There was but one vacant seat in the car 
that was by the side of a handsome and 
elegantly dressed lady. The man 
sat down, and atter iis fair companion 
had removed her veil he was surprised 
to recognize in her his wife, whom he 
had not seen for more than twelve years. 
The lady threw her arms aroand his 
neck aud kissed him tenderly, and mus 
tual explanations followed. 
It seems that they had been married 
just before the breaking out of the 
war, at the home of the lady in Missou- 
ri. Her father was the owner of a 
large tract of land, but had enly a little 
money. He joined the rebel cause, and 
the daughter also warmly adhered to 
tue opinions of her father. Her hus- 
band, however, was a decided Union 
man. She abused him violently on ac- 
count of his principles, and told him if 
he sided with the “Bloody Yankees” 
he might leave th: place, and she never 
wished to see his face again. Ie took 
her at her word and the same night 
lett her and joined Fremont’s army as a 
private. He was several times taken 
prisoner, and as often escaped to our 
lines. He pressed on with Sherman to 
the sea, and at the conclusion of his 
term of enlistment joined a New York 
-egiment, and by this means, at the 
end of the war, found his way 
to Newark, where he has since worked 
quietly in a factory. 
His wife’s father was killed at Vicks- 
burg, and she was left possessor of his 
uncultivated farms. She supported her- 
se!f by working in a millinary establish- 
ment in St. Louis till after the close of 
the war. Herland rosein value, and 
she sold it for a good price, and realized 
about $5,000. With this sum she started 
a millinery of her own in St. Louis, and 
succeeded splendidly. She is reputed 
to worth $40,000 or $50,000. She was 
on her way to New York to buy goods 
when she met the maa whom she had 
supposed long ago dead. Remorseful 
for driving him away, she had refused 
all offers of marrige. The joyous meet- 
ing caused the husband to forgive the 
wiie’s error, and a present of a new suit 
of clothes, a diamond ring, and a splen- 
did gold watch, when they arrived at 
New York, served materially to increase 
his respect and affection for his long- 
lost wife. Thep are now stupping at a 
fashionable hotel, joyous over the acci- 
dent that united them.

Samana Bay. 

It was reported some time ago that 
Samana Bay had been purchased by 
various American speculators. What 
was before but well founded conjecture 
received what appears to be authorita- 
tive sanction Thursday, The Govern- 
ment entered into negotiations for the 
purchase of this bay in 1869. Much to 
the chagrin of President Grant and his 
advisers, however, the scheme met With 
such opposition in Congress as to render 
its success absolutely impossible. There 
has been, nevertheless, a very general 
Opinion that we have not heard the last 
of this St. “Domingo job,” as it was 
called. Now it appears that a private 
company—formed by a certain Alden 
B. Stockwell, has stepped in and pur- 
Chased Samana from President Baez, 
This mysterious company has a capital 
of twenty miliions of dollars, 

Whether this sum _ is actually in 
hand, or whether some of it has been 
placed “where it will do us most good,” 
itis certainly a large amount to ex- 
pend on such a place as Samana Bay. 
Che former is badly governed, subject 
to sudden revolutions, and is unpro- 
ductive in the hands of its present in- 
habitants ; the latter is important to 
the United States asa naval station, 
and was recognized as desirable for 
such a purpose as far back as the ad- 
ministration of President Pierce, but in 
private hands the problem is “what 
will they do with it?” Is this compa- 
ny merely the catspaw of the Govern. 
ment? Is there any savor ofa job like 
the Credit Mobilier about it? Is the 
company trading on the idea that the 
United States Government must sooner 
or later possess this bay, and wili have 
to pay a good price for it, besides en- 
hancing in value the vurious claims 
stalked off in its vicinity ?
